subject very shortly after the end of the war. The autobiography says nothing 
about any legal registered name changes. 

o. With reference to paragraph t 2 C above, note that subject's 
German Identity imia— at document ( Kenakarte) which he held at the time 
he filled out hie PRQ I was issued 2(5 June 1550 in Mewaingen, Germany (vert of 
Munich)* This document was obtained In the name of SCHEBALXN.
